GOLD MEDAL AWARDE., BRUSSELS INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION, 1910. 
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ARCHITECTS AND THE WAR. 


ILENCE has been described as being golden and 
speech compared to a less valuable metal, but cir- 
cumstances arise in which silver has an enhanced 
relative value. After the defeats on the Tugela 
in the South African War many journals told us 

“ We must continue the struggle whatever the cost may be.” 
Such statements are surely unnecessary, as no English 
(jovernment could make peace because the struggle forced upon 
us proved more arduous and costly than had been anticipated. 
In like manner the Prime Minister's pledge that we 
should make no peace until Belgium had been compensated 
in full for the losses she had undergone was unnecessary to 
any who know the history and traditions of our race, and, 
though it is possibly well that such a statement should be 
made, because part of the electorate do not realise the facts and 
foreign Powers may have suspicions of our motives, most of us 
regret the necessity for such pronouncements. 

Something like one-quarter of the whole number of architects 
in the country, comprising with very few exceptions all capable 
of active service, volunteered before any question of compulsion 
was mooted. But no profession or calling can in this respect 
be said to be pre-eminent, and England has found her sons 
as eager to serve their country as in any past age of her 
history. 

We may say without danger of contradiction that the 
educated classes, excluding an insignificant number, have 
responded to the call of patriotism regardless of personal loss 
and hardship. If unanimity among the working classes has 
not been equally pronounced, it is due to want of a full realisation 
of conditions, not to want of patriotic instincts. 

Architects, builders, and others connected with building 
have amply fulfilled their duty as citizens, but to express 
surprise or great gratification that they have done so would 
seem to be an insult to those we know and value; the 
wonder would have been had they behaved otherwise. 

The men who have fallen have taken their place in the 
nation’s roll of honour; while others who have distinguished 
themselves—and many have done so—have done honour not 
only to their calling, but to that great race to which all of us 
are proud to belong. 

While we feel that notices in our pages of those who have 
rendered distinguished service or made the greatest sacrifice 
of all are a poor and inadequate acknowledgment, we shall 
welcome any note from friends with a view to recording their 
achievements in our pages, in which we shall gladly give any 
photographs which are sent to us. 

Architects and others engaged in callings connected with 
building have been hit by the consequences of war to a greater 
degree than almost any class of the community. War has 
increased the immediate prosperity of many classes of the 
nation, it has made great demands of the profession of 
medicine, and produced unusual prosperity in the shipping 
trade. To architects it has in many cases meant temporary 
ruin and financial stress; nor have the Government 
adequately utilised the services of men whose knowledge 
would have enabled them to save millions on the nation’s 
emergency building work. 

Apart from the admirable work of the Professional Classes 
War Relief Council, the various architectural societies have 
organised work of their own which urgently required doing, 
and have by means of subscriptions and donations been able 
at one and the same time to help the victims of circumstances 


and to carry out work which required professional skill and 
knowledge of a high order which would not in ordinary times 
be available. 

The Civic Survey and the Development Plan are instances 
of such work, and the example set in London is being followed 
in other large centres of population. It is not too much to say 
that through the action of those who are not able to bear 
arms, but have expended much time and effort in organising, 
work has been done which may be said to be essential for the 
right solution of the problems which we must deal with when 
peace returns. We intend in subsequent articles to give a 
specific account of the scope and character of the work which 
is being done. 

Others again are giving work, time, and energy to the 
movement for improving the arts of design as applied to 
commercial uses. They are thus helping in building up the 
sinews of commerce, for it is in the design of the objects of 
common everyday use that we are deficient—a deficiency 
marked by the extent to which our markets have been 
successfully exploited by our trade rivals in the past. 

Besides the Civic Arts Association, the various town- 
planning organisations and societies are doing much useful 
work, the result of which will be apparent when normal 
conditions are restored. 

In every direction we investigate we find that architects 
who are at home, no less than those who are in our armed forces, 
are “doing their bit” and carrying out work of value and 
importance to the community. 

We feel that a technical journal can do little, but if our 
readers can indicate how we can make the Builder of greater 
use to those who are serving their country at home and abroad 
we shall be glad to assist to the utmost of our power. 

We whose field of activities covers the arts of peace cannot 
fittingly chronicle the deeds of war except in so far as they 
affect architecture and the arts. It may be felt by some to be 
a relief to find no war news in our columns, and, while war is 
happily a temporary and abnormal condition, the arts of 
peace are a necessity for mankind, and will be even more of a 
necessity in the future than at present. 

We all know that “ business as usual” is a misleading 
phrase when nothing can be as usual, but we have considered 
that a technical journal should chronicle as far as possible 
the attempt of those who remain by force of circum- 
stances spectators and not actors in the great drama now 
being played to carry on their occupations and pursue their 
aims as usual. 

We cannot name a date when war will give place to peace, 
but we know that date will come, and that the deeds wrought 
by our people will form an imperishable page in the records 
of our race, and will have secured for future generations an ideal 
to live up to and a charter of freedom for the suffering 
nationalities of Europe. 

The men whose deeds will bring about this result are not 
among those who care for or need the laudations of the Press or 
are encouraged by the hysteria of easily-moved audiences, 
but those who would rather act than talk, and who are following 
in this in the footsteps of those who have built up our history 
in the past. Drake insisted on finishing his game of bowls 
when he was told the Armada was sighted, Wolfe would 
have preferred to have written Gray’s “ EKlegy” than to have 
conquered Quebec, and we know our people to-day are what 
they were in the emergencies of our past history.

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NOTES. 


WE have a communication from the Royal Institute 
Dublin Town of Architects of Ireland with reference to the repeated 
Planning delays which have taken place in connection with 
Award. the competition for a Town-Planning Scheme 
for Dublin. Lord Aberdeen, as our readers will 
remember, gave £500 for this purpose, and the assessors selected 
were the City Architect and two American architects. The story 
is one of delays. The time of sending in was postponed till April, 1915, 
in consequence of the war, the competitors, after much delay, receiving 
a printed notice stating that May 1, 1915, was the closing date for 
receipt of designs. On June 10, in reply to a letter from the Hon. 
Secretary of the R.I.A.1., it was stated that two of the three assessors 
were not available and that the third would not act without his 
colleagues. The Hon. Secretary thereupon sent Lord Aberdeen a 
letter enclosing a resolution passed by the Council of the R.I.A.I. 
to the effect that Lord Aberdeen should appoint others who would 
adjudicate. The Council was informed that Mr. William A. McConnal, 
Assistant Hon. Secretary of the Civics Institute of Ireland, would 
assess, and the R.I.A.I. are now informed that the adjudicators 
commenced their work on Saturday, June 17. We trust the award 
will commend itself to all since the conduct of the matter would appear 
to have been deliberate rather than hurried.

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Dent knows perfectly well that the statistics of the past are no criterion 
in dealing with the problems of to-day. While he was about it he 
might as reasonably quote figures relating to Old London Bridge. 
We can imagine, if the question of building a cathedral at Liverpoo! 
were under discussion, sgmeone urging that, though Liverpool needed 
a cathedral, as judging from past experience it would take between 
300 and 500 years to complete one, and therefore the question 
might be adjourned sine die, since it had no bearing on practical 
politics. We undertake to say that there is no reason why the whole 
improvement should not be completed within four years after the 
termination of war if the problem is taken in hand at once, and that 
for the time being no one will be surprised at suffering inconveniences 
when travelling on the South-Eastern Railway Company’s system. 
They always have suffered in the past, and might be disturbed if it 
were found that convenience was considered now ! 





Mr. W. D. CarGz suggests in a letter to the Times that 
The Value of the bridge we all hope to see built at Charing Cross 
a Name. should be called “ Kitchener Bridge.” In the first 
place, we trust that the present struggle may be 
determined by a battle which may be as immortal and decisive as 
Waterloo and not by a gigantic period of attrition comparable in 
kind, though not in magnitude, with the final stages of the South 
African War. If a colossal battle in the West decides the fate of 
Europe the name given to it will transcend that of the most illustrious 
of leaders or of men and would be more fitting to commemorate all 
that the war stands for. But can we reasonably abandon the epithet 
Charing Cross, the only memory which connects London with the 
story of a great English king’s devotion to his wife, and will the new 
bridge be less of a memorial to those who have fallen in the war if it 
is connected with one of the most picturesque incidents in our past 
history ? We question whether Mr. Hind’s suggestion of a memorial 
chapel in the centre of a busy thoroughfare is a wise one; but, if the 
idea finds favour, why should not a new and greater Charing Cross 
at one and the same time commemorate an incident in past history 
and the present war? A chapel would take up much space, a great 
memorial cross flanked by sculptured groups and memorials would 
take up comparatively little. If a memorial chapel is erected we 
hope that it may take the form of a structure at Westminster in 
close connection with and proximity to the Abbey.

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SCULPTURE AT THE ROYAL 
SCOTTISH ACADEMY. 


Tue Academy recently had an exhibition 
of foreign sculpture, and again it has a 
specialised collection, this time the works 
of Scottish sculptors of the late eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries—lean years when 
the patronage accorded provincial men 
was meagre, so that even where their work 
remains the knowledge we have of the 
artists is slight. In the catalogue are over 
twenty short biographical notices, together 
with a well-written critique from the pen of 
Dr. Pittendrigh Macgillivray, to whom largely 
is due the credit of bringing together the 
present collection. 

The representation of busts is fairly 
adequate, though its limitations are obvious 
and admitted, small pieces only being 
available when larger ones would more 
worthily have displayed the artists’ power. 
This reason one can appreciate ; but might 
not photographs have been had of groups 
and the like? Supplementary indeed, not 
only to this but to every exhibition of 
sculpture, that method of representation 
may be commended. Two or three well- 
chosen views may not inadequately prove 
a substitute for an actual statue as for a 
piece of architecture ; even were the actuality 
transportable it would still be advantageous 
with it to have a view of its location, especi- 
ally if it entered into the composition of a 
building. As a case in point, among the 
general exhibits are small-scale sketch 
groups—‘ Science and Agriculture ”’ (93, 94), 
by Mr. Birnie Rhind—that, unless intended 
to be isolated and self-sufficient in them- 
selves, would have their merits more 
judiciously appraised if accompanying them 
were illustrations of at least the part of 
the building they are to decorate—if for 
nothing else to guide in the placing of 
the model, whether purposed at or above 
eye level. In all exhibitions are some pieces 
that would be the better of this explanatory 
illustration. 

There are about forty marble busts, of 
Scottish worthies chiefly, many of them 
famous, and the ordinary visitor is divided 
between interest in the persons portrayed 
and the artistic worth of the sculpture. 
Viewed simply as models, some must have 
been a joy to the artist: such heads as 
Christopher North, Hugh Miller, Dr. 
Chalmers, and John Henning are inspira- 
tions. With strongly-marked features that 
might easily be exaggerated, one ‘has a 
measure of assurance in their truthful- 
ness, noting the exactitude of finish given, 
the treatment then admired in distinction 
to the sketchy suggestiveness nowadays 
preferred. A recent bust of Lord Kelvin 
(53), by Mr. A. McF. Shannan, and it no 
extreme of modernity, illustrates the

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difference in method. The hair in these 
older portraits, one’ suspects, is conven- 
tionalised; locks and beards were hardly 
so clustered and ropy, yet, after all, that 
arbitrary treatment is perhaps as successful 
and as true as the blocked-out manner 
general now. Hamlet, Portia, and Rosalind 
are imaginative essays; and besides these 
are over twenty miniature medallions of 
heads by the celebrated Tassie (1735-99) 
and others ; these are modelled on the full half- 
round, and so avoid the difficulties of low 
relief. Larger pieces are “ Grief” (46), in 
plaster, by Mr. Jas. Fillans, not very sensitively 
modelled ; “Two Children with Hound ”’ (34),

in marble, by Mr. Patric Park, where the 
over-precise definition of the eyes hardly 
conveys the child character—both were 
artists of the early part of last century; 
“The Bard” (30), a terra-cotta group, 
rather too dispersed, by Mr. Geo. A. Lawson ; 
icho”’ (74), a three-quarter size nude 
figure, by Mr. D. W. Stevenson, with flutter- 
ing scarf and graceful pose if idealised form, 
proper enough in the expression of a thought : 
** Hebe ”’ (62), a severely classical study, by 
Mr. W. Calder Marshall ; and the ‘* Murmer 
of the Shore ’’ (67), a semi-draped female in 
plaster, by Mr. Chas. McBride. Burns is a 
perennial exercise for Scottish sculptors—(75)

Mr.*H,. F. Kerr, A.B.1.B.A., Architect. 
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and (80) are standing figures, by Mr. Wm. 
Mossman and Mr. John Rhind respectively. 
The former is the more sentimental, as a 
poet may be imagined to look like; the 
other discards the plaid and accessories that 
proclaims the ploughman, and elects to show 
him in the graceful dress of his period, but 
with pen and notebook, to denote the man 
of letters. An adjoining figure of a wearied 
* Thresher ” (63), by Mr. Kellock Brown, if 
given the features preserved by contem- 
porary portraits, might serve equally for 
Robert Burns. Best of all is a half-size 
marble figure of an ** Athenian Youth ” (95), 
by Mr. John Rhind, beautifully modelled 
and most carefully finished. 

Of present-day artists’ works (77), in dull 
bronze, a nude standing figure of a woman 
stunned and groping, with outstretched 
arms, one hand seeming to deprecate 
attack, the other inviting succour, is how 
the year 1914 is personified by Mr. Percy 
Portsmouth; “Eve” (82), a marble 
statuette, by Mr. Allan G. Wyon, may be 
compared with “ Grief” (46)—the titles are 
interchangeable. This is the more muscular 
form, but treated with that purposed in- 
definiteness of finish that is a modern note, 
for in marble, as here, it is an intentional 
effect, something not incidental to plastic 
modelling, and in effect quite legitimate, 
but, like the slur in music, to be sparingly 
used. (No. 81) is a charming boy’s head in 
marble, by Mr. David A. Francis; it may also 
be compared with the two children (34), and 
to the advantage of the modern ; (73 and 71), 
by Miss Christine Gregory, small bronzes 
of a girl lying in unstudied attitude and a 
child, both admirable; (89 and 88), by Miss 
Florence A. Kendrick, are delightful—bronzes 
of a “Laughing Peasant” (a head ) and 
** Puck.” Of works of the late Associate, Mr. 
A. Mcf¥. Shannan, there are two examples, 
bronzes, besides that one noticed (72), 
the “Hunter and the Wood Nymph ”— 
the two heads rather conglomerate; and 
(97) the ‘Music of the Marshes,” taking 
its title from the frogs that attend a 
maiden nicely posed with a long bullrush 
that gives a fine line—both pleasing com- 
positions. The biggest exhibit of all is in 
one of the picture-galleries, “‘ Les Tigres ”’ 
(96), by M. le Comte Jacques de Lalaing, 
honorary member, a tremendous thing in 
bronze, two animals, more than life-size, 
face each other over their prey: realistic- 
ally medelled but withal composed _ so 
that there is a practical symmetry even 
with contrast. Dr. Macgillivray’s contri- 
bution is modest (85), ‘ Petrarcha,”’ a 
portrait medallion from the only extant 
drawing ; (86) the “ Purple Iris,” a female 
half-figure among the reeds; and (87) 
“Fantasy,” rather incomprehensible, and 
why in. bronze, perpetuating the few 
suggestive touches of a clay model ?

The New Royal (Dick) Veterinary College, 
Edinburgh. 

Tue main buildings of this College are 

devoted to teaching and*administration, and 
comprise separate? departments for anatomy, 
chemistry, physiology, pathology, biology, 
materia medica, medicine, and obstetrics: 
They are entirely separate from the buildings 
forming the Clinical Department, and are so 
arranged on the ground as to allow of a large 
open courtyard in connection with the latter 
and a quadrangle to the former, which will 
be tastefully laid out with lawns, shrubbery, 
and flowers. The front is three stories in 
height, with the central part rising to four 
stories and forming the principal architectural 
feature in the elevation. The south wing is 
two stories high and the north wing three. 
' In*connection with the various departments 
there are provided seventeen laboratories and 
five lecture theatres, with appropriate prepara- 
tion-rooms adjoining, large dissecting-room 
toYaccommodate sixty-two students, hall for 
special functions seated for 300 persons, with 
ante-room, board-room, principals’ room, and 
space for the Secretary's Department, and 
public waiting-room, etc., and _ professors’ 
private rooms. Extensive laboratory accom- 
modation has been provided for research into 
animal diseases, the aim of the authorities 
being that the institution should not only 
train students, but should also extend know- 
ledge of the cause and prevention of disease. 
Excellent lavatory accommodation is provided 
throughout the buildings and abundance of 
storage; provision has also been made for 
laboratory and other extensions should such be 
required There is also a large general museum 
and several departmental museums. 

In the Clinical Department, at rear of main 
buildings, and the front elevation of which forms 
the fourth side of the ‘“ quad,” provision is 
designed for the treatment of all kinds of animals, 
there being accommodation for horses, cows, and 
a couple of sheep pens, five isolation and general 
wards for cats and dogs, with enclosed * runs ”’ 
adjoining the latter, two operating theatres for 
large and small animals respectively, with 
dressing-room adjoining; post-mortem-room, 
stocks and X-ray apartment, and rooms for 
teaching pharmacy and giving surgical demon- 
strations. It is proposed that the stable end

other fittings throughout the buildings shall 


be of the most hygienic patterns. There is a 
large special laboratory in connection with this 
department and accommodation for the smaller 
animals. A bath for horses has been provided, 
and provision is made for teaching practical 
shoeing; while there is the necessary food 
and bedding stores, etc., required for such an 
establishment. The professors have their 
private rooms, and there are waiting and 
consulting rooms adjoining. The electrical work 
was carried out by Messrs. Malcolm & 
Allan, Ltd. D. McArTHY.

Tue work illustrated is from a western wing 
added a few years since to what was formerly 
a plain square house of classical type, but 
without much architectural interest either in 
plan or elevation. 

The additional accommodation thus provided 
comprises a new drawing-room and smoking- 
room on the ground floor, with bedrooms on 
two floors over. The old morning-room was 
altered to form a hall, with a new porch and 
vestibule; the dining-room was remodelled 
internally and the kitchen premises extended. 

At the same time the garden extending to 
the west of the new wing was rearranged, 
with a path opening, across a sunken lawn, 
axially in line with the semicircular bay 
window of the drawing-room, and a garden 
house and dovecote were erected at the 
diagonally opposite angle. 

Externally the house is of a warm white free- 
stone with grey roughcast and dark purple- 
blue slates. As regards the internal finish, 
the woodwork of the hall is painted white, that 
in the drawing-room is lightly stained to a 
cedar tone and waxed, the walls throughout 
being all in plain tones of white and dull stucco 
or fawn colour. The principal contractors 
were :—

TuIs was an existing apartment—an ordinary 
parlour—remodelled and fitted as a library. 
The bookcases, fireplace, panelling, parquet, 
etc., are executed in “Japanese” oak, which, 
while it may not be quite so fine as Austrian, 
has the merit of coming from the country of 
a friendly Ally. To adopt Austrian oak at 
present would have been tantamount to “ trad- 
ing with the enemy.” The oak is finished in 
a cool-grey tone, slightly waxed. The mid- 
walls are treated with Burge’s “‘ leather paper,” 
of a quiet neutral tone, divided into panels with 
bands of like material with dull gilt studs. 
The upholstered seats flanking fireplace are 
finished in leather specially treated, the inside 
of the hides being exposed, presenting a soft, 
silky surface of a warm brown tone. Below 
the seats the space is utilised for loose maga- 
zines, and, in lieu of an ordinary coai-box, 
behind one of the flaps a pull-out compartment 
for coal is provided, with special runners and 
ball-bearings for ease of handling.

Dining-Room, Redlands, Bearsden. 

Tats forms a wing, added to the side of an 
existing dwelling, embracing new _ entrance 
porch, cloak-room, and lavatory. The house 
standing on quickly sloping ground, advantage 
was taken of the fall to obtain a motor-house 
below ; indeed the primary reason for the new 
wing was to secure motor accommodation, as 
indicated. The former dining-room became the 
new entrance hall, from which access is given 
to the new dining-room, which forms the subject 
of the illustration. 

The builders were Messrs. Dewar & Elliot, 
Glasgow. The fireplace, of fine. white selected 
Auchenheath stone, was carved by Mr. James 
Young, Glasgow. 
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The panelling, in‘this case of Austrian oak 
—contracted for, however, prior to the war— 
is left in its natural state, without stain or polish 
of*any kind, and was also executed by Messrs. 
James Grant & Co., Glasgow: The floor is of 
Canadian oak, in plain 3-in. boards, polished 
over entire area. 

The ornamental plaster-work is by Mr. Geo. 
P. Bankart, London. The plain plaster-work— 
ceiling and frieze—is finished off the float with 
pleasing effect. Wa. Hunter McNaps. 





Hinton House. 

Hinton Hovses, Northamptonshire, was built 
under unusually favourable conditions, the 
labour and materials of the structural work 
having been provided by a local builder and a 
commission paid to him on both. Several old 
stone-workers were found in the district, 
dressing stones in the old manner with a hatchet- 
hammer and not with the chisel. These men 
were turned on to the work, some old dressed 
stones were also used, and a quarry opened on 
the estate. The walling in colour is of the rich, 
deep tone of the well-known local material, 
the roofs are of red tiles, and all the windows 
have steel casements. The internal woodwork 
is mainly of oak. There is some beautiful timber 
on the estate, and all the old trees in the neigh- 
bourhood of the house were retained. The 
house itself lies well into the sun, near the edge 
of a large park in which are some great elms.

Stobieside, Lanarkshire. 

THE estate of Stobieside is in Avendale, 
Lanarkshire, and the site is on rising ground 
over 800 ft. above sea-level, with fine views 
of undulating pastoral country and heather- 
covered moor around, and the more distant 
hills oapeees. Immediately to the south of the 
site is the old battlefield of Drumclog. 

As shown by the accompanying key-plan, the 
plan of the house is somewhat irregular to meet 
the conditions of the site. As the illustrations

indicate, the elevations are of the somewhat 
severe type of work typical to Scotland. The 
dressings of windows, doors, dormers, crow- 
steps, gables, etc., are of a grey-pink stone, 
the walls are finished with harl or roughcast, 
and the roofs covered with thick dark-blue 
slates. The interior generally is carried out 
in plain though typical detail, but in the hall 
and smoking-room the walls are lined with 
wood panelling, and the drawing-room has a 
circular vaulted roof rising from a high-panelled 
dado.

Memorials in Stone and Marble. 

THE two marble monuments are in the 
Cathedral at Glasgow, and were erected some 
years ago when I was in partnership with the 
late John Honeyman, R.S.A. They are in the 
transepts—one in each in the centre of the 
wall below the transept windows. They are in 
Carrara marble, the work being done entirely by 
local contractors. 

In the crystal monument the bust is an old 
one incorporated in the new surroundings. 
The Sir James Watson bust was executed by 
Pittendrigh Macgillivray, R.S.A. 

One of the stone monuments is at Denison 
and the other at Rutherglen Cemetery. They 
are constructed of stone from Craiksland Quarry, 
Ayrshire, and are also constructed by local 
contractors. I consider them excellent in 
craftsmanship. Joun KEPPIE. ;

Tus church has been erected from funds 
bequeathed by Mr. James Clason-Harvie, of 
Brownlee, whose father was the first incumbent 
of the old church which is replaced by this 
larger one. 

‘the site is recessed from Muir-street and 
is somewhat restricted from east to west; 
this suggested the square form of church, 
and the square form in its turn suggested a 
central dome, with galleries on three sides. 

The dome is almost 40 ft. in diameter, 
supported upon eight stone columns each 
2) ft. high and 2 ft. 4 in. diameter at the base. 
The caps of these columns are modelled on the 
upper tier capitals at Sta Sophia, and are 
richly carved, each cap symbolising one of the 
apostles: SS. Peter and Paul, on either hand 
as you enter from the west; adjoining these 
on either side of the dome S. Andrew to the 
north and 8. Philip to the south ; 8. Thomas and 
S. James east of these respectively (see p. 467). 
The square forming the sanctuary is enclosed at 
the four angles by St. Matthew on the north- 
west, St. John on the south-west, and by wall 
corbels symbolising St. Mark and St. Luke, 
the four evangelists thus enclosing this space. 
The sanctuary is spanned by a plain barrel 
vault. 

The dome is not set off in the usual manner 
on pendentives or arches or cornices above the 
main arcade; nor is there any drum. Indeed 
to avoid excessive height has been the chief 
object, so as not to prejudice the acoustics. 
The dome has therefore been kept low, and 
springs from the abaci of the columns. The 
consequence is that with a 40-ft. span and 
20-ft. columns the dome is 40 ft. high from 
the floor. 

To further secure perfect acoustical qualities 
the pulpit is kept within the limits of the dome, 
attached to the St. John column. The 
acoustics throughout are excellent. 

The springing of the dome from the level of 
the capitals might be thought apt to give a 
feeling of lowness or depression. But there is 
instead of that a feeling of space and loftiness 
almost unexpected. 

Nor do the galleries interfere with this 
effect, except rendering it difficult to get a 
photograph to give the true effect. 

The pulpit is at the south side of the church, 
and in order that the sitters may all see well 
the rake of the south gallery is much steeper 
than that of the north or west galleries. 

Also in order that the massive columns do 
not unduly impede the view the passages 
are placed not symmetrically but where 
sitters would not see; the consequence is that 
throughout the whole church only eighteen 
sitters are without a clear view of the pulpit.4 

Simplicity has been the keynote in the whole 
design, the only internal enrichment being the 
carved capitals, the oak work of the sanctuary, 
and the black iron electric fittings. The dome, 
arches, walls, and ceilings are all of white 
plaster finish, 

The dome is not intended to be prominent 
0. the exterior; a campanile 110 ft. high rising 
from the north-west angle gives character 
to a simple design and forms a conspicuous 
feature from a great distance.

Deanbank Institution, Edinburgh. 


THE purpose of this Institution is to provide 
= shelter and training of a happy Home for 
rlris, 

For eighty years the Institution was con- 
ducted on premises in Deanbank-lane, Stock- 
bridge. The School Board, in 1812, finding 
their school adjoining the Institution too small, 
purchased the building, and the Directors had 
to look out for a new site. They obtained a 
property with large garden in Cavan-lane, 
Morningside, the existing structure was removed, 
and the new building erected at a cost of £6,000. 

It consists of two floors and a large attic 
floor, which can be utilised for extension 
should such be desired. The laundry and 
washhouse are situated in a separate building. 

On the ground floor are committee-room, 
matron’s sitting-room, waiting-room, officials’ 
dining-room, girls’ room, and play-room, divided 
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Wrought-iron Gates, Girvan (Ayrshire) Churchyard.

by sliding partition—these two rooms together 
form a large hall for special functions—girls’ 
dining-room, kitchen, scullery, lavatory, and 
girls’ clothes changing-room, stores, pantries, 
etc., and lavatory and water-closets. 

On the upper floor there are four dormitories, 
containing forty beds, sick ward, three beds, 
matron and assistants’ bedrooms, lavatory and 
bathroom accommodation, with water-closets, 
large stores, wardrobes, etc., and private bath- 
room and lavatory.

Tuts is one of the oldest churchyards in the 
county, and in it during the work was found an 
early Celtic cross. The church has long been 
destroyed, and the churchyard and enclosure 
walls were in shameful disrepair. In very 
reverent spirit the late Mr. Alexander Johnstone 
—whose forbears are there buried—received 
permission to remove the walls, which were of 
no archeological value, to make seemly the 
ground and to enclose the churchyard with 
hewn red sandstone walls and two large 
entrance-gates. In the larger of the gateways 
and its forecourt are placed the two gates 
illustrated ; that with the circled head rises by 
the side of the two stone pillars, the other is the 
gate of the central stone archway. The gates 
were made by Messrs. George Wragge, Ltd., 
Salford, Manchester.

The Proposed Mid-Scotland Canal. 

Lord Provost Sir Thomas Dunlop presided at 
the last meeting of Glasgow Town Council. 
Before the ordinary business was entered upon 
a deputation was received from the Convention 
of Royal Burghs asking the support of Glasgow 
Corporation on the subject of a ship canal to 
connect the Firths of Forth and Clyde. The 
Lord Provost assured the deputation that the 
subject placed before them by the deputation 
would receive careful consideration, and it 
was agreed to put the matter on the agenda 
for the next meeting. 

New President of the Architectural Association. 

The new President of the Architectural 
Association is Mr. A. G. R. Mackenzie, 
F.R.1.B.A. Articled to his father, Mr. A. 
Marshall Mackenzie, A.R.S.A., in Aberdeen, 
he afterwards studied at the Architectural 
Association while in the oftice of Colonel Edis. 
He commenced ‘practice as partner with his 
father, in London, in 1904. At the commence- 
ment of the war Mr. Mackenzie joined the 
London Scottish as a private and served in 
France and Belgium. Severely wounded at 
Messine, in October, 1914, Mr. Mackenzie 
spent a year in hospital, we understand, 
having lost his right leg. ‘* He recently returned 
to work in London, and now walks five miles 
a day with an artificial leg, made by a French- 
man, of aluminium, which also enables him 
to climb ladders and drive his motor.” 


Educational Books for British Prisoners of War. 


Arrangements have been made, with the 
approval of the Foreign Office, for extending 
to British prisoners of war interned abroad the 
benetits of the scheme, which has been in 
operation for the last year in connection with 
Ruhleben, for supplying selected books of an 
educational character to those of the interned 
who may be desirous of continuing their studies 
in any subject. Under this scheme several 
thousands of carefully-selected volumes, mostly 
standard works, have been supplied to the 
Ruhleben camp, which is now provided with 
excellent libraries (class, reference, and lending). 
These books, which have been sent out through 
the agency of officers of the Board of Education, 
have proved a great boon to the interned, and 
have enabled sustained educational work of a 
definite character to be carried on by the Camp 
Education Department formed among the 
prisoners. An appeal is now made for a 
plentiful supply of new or second-hand books 
of an educational character (light literature and 
fiction is available from other sources) to meet 
the needs of the many thousands of British 
prisoners interned in enemy or _ neutral 





countries. A circular explanato of the 
educational book scheme can be obtained by 
sending a postcard addressed to the Board of 
Education, Whitehall, S.W., to Mr. A. T. 
Davies, who is in charge of the arrangements. 
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Roman Catholic Church, Lartington. 

The new St. Lawrence’s Roman Catholic 
Church at Lartington, near Barnard Castle, has 
recently been opened. The building has been 
erected at a cost of nearly £3,000. The church 
was designed and built by Mr. Anthony Lyons, 
of Norton (Malton). It consists of a sanctuary 
with a baptistry at the back, from which a 
spiral staircase ascends to the choir gallery. 
The presbytery adjoins the main building, 
which is constructed with stone from Cother- 
stone Quarry. 

The Veterans’ Club Association. 

The Lord Mayor (Sir C. C. Wakefield) 
presided at the Mansion House on the 22nd 
inst. over a meeting held in support of the 
appeal to establish and endow the Veterans’ 
Club as an Imperial memorial to those who 
have fought in the war. The following motion 
was unanimously carried :—* That an Imperial 
memorial to those who have fought so bravely 
for the Empire be created by establishing 
and endowing the Veterans’ Club on a permanent 
basis in new and adequate premises for the use, 
comfort, recreation, and assistance of those 
surviving on their return to civil life, and by 
establishing and endowing convalescent homes 
in connection with the Club for the use of 
members who suffer from wounds or sickness.” 


The Lions of Stratford-Place. 

Richard Cosway’s house at the western 
corner of Oxford-street and Stratford-place is 
being demolished to make way for modern 
business premises, and that part of London 
loses one of the last of its eighteenth-century 
features. Each house at the corner of Stratford- 
place was flanked by a watchman’s box, with 
a tablet on the Oxford-street side of each box 
bearing a device of two eagle-headed and winged 
lions sejant rampant, and on the roof of each a 
lion couchant in stone. The watch-box at 
the eastern corner was preserved when the 
premises were rebuilt for the London County 
and Westminster Bank, and the other is 
apparently to remain, for the lion on the roof 
has been boxed in to preserve it from injury.— 
‘1 times, 

National Association of Master House-Painters 
and Decorators. 

At the quarterly council meeting of the 
National Association of Master House-Painters 
and Decorators of England and Wales (Incor- 
porated), held at Painters’ Hall, Little Trinity- 
lane, E.C., on June 6, Mr. Foster submitted 
the recommendation of an informal meeting 
of members at the L.C.C. School of Building, 
that a small committee be appointed to consider 
the question of the admittance of students 
of the school to the apprentices’ competitions, 
and moved that such a committee be appointed. 
Mr. Brook Jackson seconded, and this was 
carried. The following gentlemen were ap- 
pointed :—Messrs. Harris (Plymouth), Bar 
(Leicester), Milligan (Halifax), Foster (Burnley), 
Cantrill (Manchester), Peters (Sheffield), Roberson 
and Wilkinson (London), and the Secretary. 


Glasgow Housing Problem. 

Mr. McKinnon Wood, M.P., received at 
Glasgow recently a deputation represent- 
ing the trade unions, co-operative guilds, 
and similar organisations included in the 
Glasgow Labour Party Housing Association. 
The delegates dealt with the serious shortage 
of housing accommodation, and asked the 
Scottish Secretary to lay before the Government 
the urgent necessity for the State providing, 
interest free, ground for house building. The 
Scottish Secretary, in reply, said the proposal 
would require careful consideration, as_ it 
implied practically one million sterling for 
Glasgow alone the first year, and if they took 
the United Kingdom on the same basis of 
population that represented fifty millions 
sterling. There were three difficulties in the 
way of dealing with such a question during the 
war—tirst, the enormous artificially increased 
cost of building material; second, the great 
searcity of labour; and third, the very high 
rate of interest that the State had now to pay. 
Glasgow housing conditions were extremely 
unsatisfactory, and something would have to 
be done to deal with the conditions that were 
prejudicial to health and damaging to the 
moral standard of the community, but he 
was afraid they must wait till after the war. 
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PROFESSIONAL CLASSES WAR 
RELIEF COUNCIL. 


An admirable record of work done was 
shown in the first annual Report of the Pro- 
fessional Classes War Relief Council presented 
at a meeting held at the Mansion House on 
June 20. It will be remembered that the 
Council was formed shortly after the outbreak 
of war in order to deal with distress within the 
professional classes, and representatives of 
the chief professional bodies associated them- 
selves with the movement. At the present 
time amongst those serving on the Council are 
Mr. E. Newton (President, Royal Institute of 
British Architects), Mr. George Hubbard, 
F.R.I.B.A., Mr. Ian MacAlister (Secretary, 
Royal Institute of British Architects), Mr. T. E. 
Bare (President, Quantity Surveyors’ Associa- 
tion), Mr. H. Chatfeild Clarke (Surveyors’ 
Institution), Mr. A. S. E. Ackermann (Society 
of Engineers), Mr. H. M. Fletcher (Hon. 
Secretary, Architectural Association), Mr. Percy 
B. Tubbs (Society of Architects), Mr. Paul 
Waterhouse (Architects) War Committee), 
Mr. F. R. Yerbury (Secretary, Architectural 
Association), Mr. A. T. Wakelam (President, 
Institution of Municipal and County Engineers). 

The work of the Council is carried out by 
a number of committees, but the general 
statistics showed that the percentage of archi- 
tects applying for relief was 3°75 per cent. of the 
total applications. The range of work under- 
taken by the committees includes the education 
of children of distressed professional men, the 
training of adult daughters, assistance to 
enable male students to continue their studies, 
maternity aid, the finding of temporary employ- 
ment, etc. One of the committees, of which 
Mr. Colton, A.R.A., is the Chairman, and 
on which Sir Aston Webb, Messrs. E. Newton, 
P. Waterhouse, and Chatfeild Clarke serve, 
developes schemes for the employment of 
artists and deals with cases of distress. During 
the year several exhibitions of pictures, arts, 
crafts, etc., were held, and there is evidence 
that artists obtained a considerable amount of 
employment through this means. In July 
a permanent arts department was opened, 
which has developed considerably, and now 
provides a link between the public who have 
commissions to give in art work which they aie 
willing should be carried out by those in 
difficulties owing to the war, and the artists 
themselves. 

The Lord Mayor said there could be no 
doubt that no class had been so affected by 
the war as the professional classes. The 
working classes had never been so prosperous, 
as the war had brought them greatly increased 
wages and continuous work, whilst the pro- 
fessional classes had not only lost their clients, 
but had the pre-war millstone of commitments 
in the shape of rents and taxes, school fees, 
and so on from which they could not extricate 
themselves without assistance. He therefore 
earnestly pleaded for increased help to enable 
the Council to deal with the many cases which 
came before it. 

His Eminence Cardinal Bourne proposed :— 
“ That this meeting is of opinion that the work 
of the Professional Classes War Relief Council 
has been proved to meet a definite need at the 
present time and is deserving of continued and 
increased public support.” 

Mr. Marshall Hall, K.C., M.P., seconded 
the resolution, and said he thought the pro- 
fessional classes were going to suffer more In 
the future than in the immediate past, and it 
behoved them all to do what they could to meet 
such an emergency. 

Mrs. Scharlieb, M.D., having described the 
work of the Maternity Home, Sir John McClure 
spoke on the educational work of the Council, 
and said that 450 children had been helped, 
and grants had been made for 160 children at 
boarding-schools. He remarked that now they 
were all so busily engaged in giving up the 
luxuries of their neighbours they might try and 
assist their friends. 

The resolution was carried. ; 

The Right Hon. Lord Justice Phillimore, in 
proposing a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor, 
said that one class greatly affected were those 
engaged in works of construction. Especially 
were architects and the humbler members of 
the architectural profession affected

Diseases of Occupation among Painters and 
Plumbers : Board of Trade Figures—and Others. 


Str,—One is pleased to observe that after 
months of controversy your correspondent 
who writes over the name of ‘“ Philadelphian ” 
has appreciated the fact that there is no com- 
pulsion to report cases of non-fatal lead sickness 
among house painters, and that, therefore, 
as the recent Report of the Departmental 
Committee on the use of Lead Paints states, 
“there are no reliable statistics” of such 
cases, 

No one is likely to regard “ Philadelphian’s ” 
own attempt at working out the number of 
cases as anything but a sheer guess; on the 
other hand, he: puts forward two statements 
of fact which are curiously misleading and are 
worth contradicting :— 

1. “The average age at death due to all 
causes in the painting industry is no less than 
eight years younger than all males.” This 
statement is apparently based on the report of 
the evidence of Dr. Collis (page 46 of the Depart- 
mental Committee’s Report). Dr. Collis states 
that im the case of two trade societies “the 
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median age at death which Bowley in his book, 
‘Elements of Statistics,’ regards as the most 
useful form of average is eight years 
lower than it is for all males,” and says that 
“these conclusions agree almost exactly with 
the corresponding deduction from the Registrar- 
General’s figures.” In the first place it 
should be made clear that this deduction is not 
a statement of the Registrar-General’s: it is 
merely a calculation made by Dr. Collis. In 
the second place, Mr. Bowley nowhere in his 
book says that the median age at death is the 
most useful form of average. No one who was 
not ignorant of the most elementary principles of 
vital statistics could use such an average 
without regard to the age distribution of the 
sections of the community which are compared. 
The following instance will demonstrate this 
fallacy. The population of almshouses would 
yield a high * median age at death”’’ because 
they are usually composed of old people, while 
the undergraduate population at Oxford 
would yield a low “ median age at death.” It 
is obvious that a comparison between the two 
populations (ignoring age distribution) would 
lead to the ridiculous inference that the incidence 
of mortality among the undergraduates of 
Oxford is much higher than in almshouses. 
This presumably is the sort of thing that is 
meant when people say that statistics can 
prove anything. They can be made to appear 
to prove anything, however ridiculous, unless 
all the necessary factors are taken into 
consideration. 

The second statement is that “in every 
100 deaths which have occurred among 
members of painters’ societies between thirteen 
and fourteen occurred from causes attributable 
to lead.” This is again based upon the evidence 
of Dr. Collis, who makes this statement in 
regard to the members of two trade societies. 
When these Reports are looked at it is found 
that they merely give a report of deaths with 
the age at death. There is no adequate 
record of the numbers exposed to the risk 


‘of death at each age or at any group of ages; 


and in default of this no accurate comparison 
of death rates is possible. 

The fact is that these statements are among 
the most glaring instances of the notoriously 
amateur statistics which were presented to the 
Committee. 

If * Philadelphian ” will look at the figures 
of the Registrar-General he will find a much 
more accurate view of the rates of death 
among house painters on page 182 of the 1908

Thus it may be seen that the mortality of 
Class 3 (of which the vast majority are house 
painters) compares well with the mortality of 
all occupied males in the industrial districts, 
and even with that of all occupied males in 
London, although that group contains large 
numbers of professional men not subject to 
the most ordinary trade risk. Indeed the 
comparative mortality of painters is only 
very slightly more than that of all occupied 
males in England and Wales. 

From the _  Registrar-General’s returns 
‘“* Philadelphian”” may also find that at all 
ages between fifteen and fifty-four the mortality 
among painters is lower than that among all 
other industrial occupations. 

The subject is of sufficient importance to be 
worthy of more careful ‘treatment than the 
slipshod estimates quoted by “ Philadelphian.” 
I would call the attention of your readers to 
the good sense of the remarks of your “ Notes ’”’ 
for June 9:—‘ We know . . . that if reason- 
able precautions are taken and cleanliness 
insisted on there is little danger to health. 
° . Most of the danger arises from the dry 
rubbing down of old painted work, which can 
be dispensed with or only permitted if the 
painter wears a respirator; the remaining 
dangers are obviated by ordinary care and 
cleanliness, which are within the control of the 
individual.” ENGLISHMAN. 
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British Standard Specification for Wall Plugs 
and Sockets. Issued by the Engineering 
Standards Committee. (London: Crosby 
Lockwood & Son. Price 5s, net.) 

Tus is the seventy-third Report issued by: the 

Engineering Standards Committee, and it 

contains a standard specification for wall plugs 

and sockets—five ampere two-pin without 
earthing connection. 

The description covers domestic wall plugs 
and sockets for pressures not exceeding 250 
volts, and particular attention has been devoted 
to the fact that interchangeability is of the 
greatest importance. In consultation with 
the manufacturers the dimensions necessary 
to obtain this interchangeability have been 
agreed upon, the actual design of the plug 
being interfered with as little as possible. 
It is of interest to note that the standard plug 
is required to have side-entry for the flexible 
wire and a suitable shield. The Report is 
divided up into different sections devoted to 
the Plug portion, Socket portion, General and 
Appendix, and there is one plate illustrating 
dimensions of gauges. This specification is 
a very useful addition to the excellent publica- 
tions of the Committee, and should be acquired 
by all those interested in electrical accessories. 











Third Appendix to the Sixth Edition of Dana’s 
System of Mineralogy. By Wit.1AM E. Forp. 
(London: Chapman & Hall, Ltd. Price 
6s. 6d. net.) 

Tue “Sixth Edition of the System of 

Mineralogy” was published in 1892, and the 

book now published is the third Appendix, 

covering, as far as possible, the period between 

January 1, 1909, and January 1, 1915—six 

years in all. The author divides the new names 

into three classes:—{1) Of varieties; (2) of 
doubtful species; (3) of established species ; 
and three kinds of type are employed in the 
classified list to distinguish these classes. The 
most important ia agp in mineralogical 
investigation during the period covered by 
the present volume has been the use of the 

X-ray as a means of studying the molecular 

structure of crystals. There is every possibility 

of great results being obtained by this method 
of investigation when it has been more fully 
developed. 

The book is well arranged and must have 
entailed considerable work on the part of the 
author, but the circulation will be strictly 
limited to those who make a serious study of 
mineralogy, as there is no text of general 
interest. 


Analytic Geometry. By H. B. Pues, Ph.D. 
(London: Chapman & Hall, Ltd. Price 
6s. 6d. net.) 

Tus is a very useful book, prepared to equip 
the student for work in calculus and engineering 
without burdening him with a mass of detail 
useful only to the student of mathematics for 
its own sake. There is no doubt that the 
differential calculus should be given to the 
student as soon as possible, and any book 
which tends to simplify matters is very welcome. 
The author has wisely commenced at the very 
beginning of the subject, and explanations are 
given of the algebraic agg eer and processes 
which are used so much in analytic geometry. 
This is followed by notes and examples dealing 
with rectangular co-ordinate, straight-line 
and circle, second degree equations, graphs 
and empirical equations, and other allied 
subjects, and in every case the text is simply 
expressed, and the average reader should have 
no difficulty in following the reasoning. Several 
clearly-drawn diagrams are given throughout, 
and answers are provided to all the exercises 
at the end of the volume, thus making the 
book very suitable for home study.

\ GLANCE is sufficient to show the 
exceptional nature of the times ; the 
preponderance of photographs tells 

of completed, not prospective, work ; there is 

not a solitary competition drawing on view, 
perspective or otherwise ; that any building 
at all is contemplated one gathers from 
three or four instances only. The two 
largest exhibits are geometric drawings with 
businesslike constructional details, and there 
are several others of the kind—a welcome 
variant, long urged in these columns, on the 
merely pictorial delineation that obtained, 
but just because so good an innovation one 
to be carefully guarded against anything 
likely to prejudice its success; a caution 
is needed as to excessive display of building 

technique. An _ ideal illustration of a 

building would be photographs—or prepared 

views of projects—with a _ sufficiency of 
plan, section, and detail to show how the 
effect was had ; this is reached in Khartoum 

Cathedral (No. 559), published recently— 

over-reached indeed, for it is excess when a 

quite simple plan 170 ft. long is shown to 

t-in. scale. Elevations and sections to that 
size are tolerable, but barely when the harsh 
colours of materials, in section, necessary for 
practical purposes, fairly kill the parts 
that one actually sees in a building; is it 
expecting too much that an exhibitor should 
prepare fresh tracings of such working 
drawings, with the real interior of apartments, 
emphasised by shadings, roofs, foundations, 
and the like, being kept unobtrusive and 
only a_ sufficient plan? The other big 

stretcher has a tower and gable to even a 

larger scale ($ in.)—Gourock Municipal 

Buildings (No. 525), by Mr. A. N. Paterson, 

one of the few projected buildings. Specially 

prepared, but not an actual working drawing, 
it avoids these objections, has sufficiency of 
technical details, besides small plan and 
elevations of the whole scheme, and, 
excellently coloured by the architect himself, 
has enough of pictorial efiect. The tower 
is well detailed, and as a feature is appropriate

to its locality and position; the style 
is the more defined Classic that succeeded 
seventeenth-century Scottish Renaissance. 
The Council chamber promises to be a fine 
apartment. 

Sir John Burnet’s Institute of Chemistry 
(No. 564) has }-in. working drawing prints 
of the elevation and section and a plan 
to smaller scale, supplemented by a _pen- 


and-ink perspective and a _ photograph 
that permits of instructive comparison. 


The detail of door and the little interior 
stair is charming, but the general effect is 
disappointing ; the brickwork is more than 
a trifle bald ; the arch voissoirs might well 
have beert emphasised as the sketch suggests. 
Sir John maintains the northern practice

of recessed windows—9-in. reveals here—in 
preference to the flush frames painted white, 
the obsession of English architects ; but even 
their welcome depth does not make up for 
want of design. Of the new Sacristy to 
Brussels Cathedral (Nos. 535, 536, 548) 
Mr. Caluwaers gives scale drawings of the 
general elevation and larger details of door 
and one bay, all most elaborately shaded in 
pen and ink, with photographs of the com- 
pleted work. Working }-in. scale drawings 
of a staircase, with photographs (No. 543), 
Ardenrun Place, Surrey, by Mr. Ernest 
Newton; the finishing is in wood with 
an Order, and panels of tapestry, but the 
feature is the raking stair parapet of pierced 
carved scrollwork and children’s figures— 
the carver’s name might have been added. 
Supplementing the photograph of a nice 
foliage-clad house, Ewelme Down (No. 561), 
by Mr. Walter Cave, is a mounted linen 
working drawing; that it shows signs of 
use is not to be complained of, but it is 
to be hoped the thrifty practice wil! not 
increase. 

Ecclesiastical work, if not dominant, about 
equals in importance any other class of 
building represented. The principal project 
is Sir J. Burnet’s Second Church of Christ 
Scientist (No. 526), shown in a full set of 
js-in. geometric drawings and a large 
perspective. The church is square, dome- 
covered, with four shallow recesses forming 
a Greek cross; these are barrel-roofed, 
three contain galleries ; the fourth forms the 
chancel and has a screen of columns, and 
where the rood beam usually is, in all 
four arches it appears, and from them hang 
lamps. The area floor has a considerable 
fall to the platform, and the side and corner 
entrances are cleverly arranged. The sty'c 
is Byzantine, and there is a square tuwer 
with a circled story and conical spire. It 
seems a pity that externally the dome as a 
feature of the composition does not appear, 
lost by a needless solid parapet that makes 
a high square against which the four arms 
of the cross abut; these in turn have their 
height gratuitously added to by circled 
pediments—from the sides seen to be 
gratuitous——surely too big and rather away 
from the style. A nice feature is the 
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Mr. Walter Cave, Architect. 
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arcaded cloister-walk, but again too big in 
scale, and its termination as shown to be 
presumed as only a temporary arrangement. 
The clever coloured sketch would be even 
better with the exaggerated dabs of blue 
and emerald green omitted. This about 


includes the geometric delineations of 
buildings. 
Mr. Gilbert Scott’s two churches, St. 


Paul’s, Liverpool (No. 566), and Northfleet 
(No. 567) are shown by photographs ; 
little key plans would have helped; both 
are fresh and suggestive of the newer Gothic. 
The latter, almost wholly of brick, has a noble 
west tower; its entrance front is especially 
fine, if from the rear a little unshapely and 
too much a back view; the level clerestory 
and flat square-panelled ceiling hardly please 
so well. St. Paul’s, with three lateral 
gables, hipped at their apex—to mark off 
from the chancel ?—and rather formless 
central tower. has, on the other hand, its 
best within—a vaulted interior. St. Bride’s, 
Hyndland, Glasgow (No. 573), is one of 
Bodley’s churches, modified and completed 
by Mr. Harold Ogle Tarbolton ; a key plan 
here is certainly desirable, not only to show 
the general disposition, but which is the new 
part. The photographs are of the interior 
only, so Mr. Tarbolton’s fine tower is not 
shown. 

St. Wilfred’s, Harrogate (No. 542), is by Mr. 
Temple Moore; it shows the interior only, 
photographed from several points of view, 
but even then difficult to make out without a 
plan, and hardly seen to advantage because 
unfinished, without floor in some parts and 
with workmen about. The Gothic is of a 
scholarly kind without eccentricity, yet not 
lacking in niceties of detail that remove it from 
the merely antiquarian. Mr. Temple Moore 
also sends the Bishop’s Hostel, Lincoln (No. 
537), a Gothic chapel; and Pusey House, 
Oxford (No. 538), in }-in. pencil elevation, a 
charming study in late Gothic. Besides 
his Khartoum Cathedral, Mr. Weir shows St. 
Andrew’s Chapel, Westminster Cathedral 
(No. 553), by photographs, the colour by 
geometric drawings of the decoration. 

Of public buildings beyond those already 
referred to the Liverpool School of Archi- 
tecture (No. 556) is perhaps the most 
important. Professor Reilly is to be 
congratulated alike on his designing and in 
time occupying so fine a home as this 
promises to be. Only a large well-coloured 
perspective is given—the figures are too tall 
and dwarf the building—so the internal 
arrangements must be taken on trust. After 
the Florentine palace model, with ground floor 
almost unbroken except by the entrance, 
above is a large Doric Order of three-quarter 
columns, the shafts apparently of brick, 
like the rest of the walling, and over that a 
frieze of panels and square windows, and 
all surmounted by a noble cornice—doubtless 
skylights or rear windows permit of its 
encroachment on wall and window space ; 
indeed throughout one envies the amount 
of blank wall preserved. A frame of Mr. 
Lutyens’ Delhi schemes (No. 552) shows 
photographs of wash drawings. The 
Ballroom exterior is admirable in its plain 
walling and far-reaching cornice, and inter- 
nally the rectangular apartment has enough 
of interest in the openings of its wall, but 
the quite flat ceiling needs something to 
break up its surface; even painted lines 
would do, but more than the slight and 
Spotty Pompeian decoration shown is 
required, For much the same reason the 
interior of the domed Durbar Hall (No. 551) 
Is_ hardly satisfactory ; itself resting on 
arches, with the Pantheon eye but minus its 
coffering, there is a want of articulation, 
and if a clear zone is desired it should not be 
broken into by more circles in the form of 
decorative panels. The Memorial Column 
(No. 551) is of a usual fluted Doric type, on

a pedestal, itself on a sub-base, and sur- 
mounted by a piece of ornament that 
probably for Indians has some symbolical 
significance to justify its prominence ; other- 
wise it is hopelessly coarse. The Colonial 
Palace, Gand (No. 546), by Mr. Caluwaers, 
is not equal to his Gothic work already 
noticed ; the interior is singularly unimagina- 
tive. Another exhibition pavilion (No. 539) 
is only exhibition architecture, and a little 
commonplace. Sir R. Rowand Anderson 
sends photographs of some of his earlier 
work—(No. 533), the fine dome to Edinburgh 
University in severe Classic; sumptuous 
Gothic at Mount Stuart Chapel (No. 5364) ; 
interior of the Antiquarians’ Hall (No. 531), 
likewise Gothic, with provokingly assertive 
riveted ceiling girders ; a dignified Georgian 
interior, the Senate House, St. Andrew’s 
(No. 532)—there is a painting of this interior 
elsewhere in the exhibition ; and the great 
Celtic memorial cross to Dean Ramsay. 
Other memorials are (No. 571) Mr. John 
Keppie’s two from Glasgow Cathedral 
in the Italian manner, of coloured marbles, 
and two grave monuments in stone. Mr. 
James Miller has a coloured perspective of an 
important city block—tea-rooms and a 
picture-house in Glasgow (No. 565), of 
Carrara ware, the ground floor is of white 
marble, and has a great doorway with 


green marble columns and bronze capitals— 
a well-detailed composition in Empire style. 
The Royal (Dick) Veterinary College ( No. 575), 
by Mr. David McArthy, is a large building, 
but even so it has too many features; a 
great Order in the centre with another in 
the wings only a little smaller is disturbing. 
In domestic work Sir Robert Lorimer’s 
modest contribution, Kinellan (No. 572), 
is a very quiet square house that looks very 
like one of eighteenth-century date, but 
it may be modern; in any case the simple 
combined door and side windows with the 
approach of steps and open railing is 
delightful ; parts of interior, too, have the 
same quality of reserve and delicacy. 
Besides the staircase noticed, Mr. Ernest 
Newton has several characteristic works :— 
House in the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg 
(No. 540), an exportation pure and simple, 
only the central court and the axial lay-out 
marking it off from the home article ; 
Ardenrun (No. 547), where the feature is a 
porch in correct Classic; while (No. 541) is 
of old English cottage type—walls tile-hung, 
and real half-timber gabled porch, just a 
trifle antiquarian ; Luckley, Wokingham 
(No. 544), is really more reasonable ; No. 545 
is a nicely-coloured small-scale geometric 
drawing of a house in Surrey. Heathcote 
(No. 522), by Mr. Lutyens, a photograph of a 
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The Dining-Room, Redlands, Bearsden. 
Mr. Wm. Hunter McNab, F.R.I.B.A. 


large country house almost too full of interest, 
of good Italian type, in stone with roll tiles 
on roof and, rather needlessly, on a mid- 
cornice ; in the hall interior, stone finished, 
are some eccentric mouldings; the pillow 
frieze is overdone. Easterton (No. 520), by 
Mr. A. N. Paterson ; photographic views of 
large additions to a house, externally very 
pleasing ; there is a detached stone summer- 
house with upper story rather quaintly 
treated ; within, one of the rooms has the 
ceiling architecturally treated with large 
cove and intersecting groins. Stobieside 
(No. 524), by Messrs. Leadbetter, Fairley, & 
Reid ; in this is a room with a semiround barrel 
ceiling whose springing is only some 5 ft. 
from the floor—-surely overdone; a seg- 
mental or elliptical form would permit of 
picture hanging ; externally the seventeenth- 
century Scottish character is got very well 
and unaffectedly. Howbury (No. 528), a 
nice house of the English type, by Messrs. 
Mills & Shepperd; with some other pieces. 
Mr. McNab’s interior of dining-room (No. 568) 
shows a rather formal projecting stone Tudor 
fireplace, wood panelled walls, and deep 
plaster beams with sloping sides, and the 
slight modelled work usually given that 
form. An interesting archzological essay 
is Mr.  Kelly’s academically - restored 
Aberdeenshire Castle, of date 1600, shown 
in scale drawings and brown wash; one 
would wish it carried a little further, giving 
sections of the apartments, their decoration 
and furniture. Hinton, Northamptonshire 
(No. 560), by Mr. James A. Morris; a frame 
of views of a very interesting house, early 


English Renaissance, full of delightful 
details. The same architect has also some 


wrought-iron gates, at Girvan, with good 


scrollwork, but rather affectedly bare at 
the centre, plain bars only; these make it 
look poverty-struck rather than simple. 
Other interiors, all shown by photographs, 
are Messrs. Stewart & Paterson’s house 
at Auchterarder (No. 570), and Mr Devlin’s

(No. 577), with plans in addition, all in 
good taste, and still others pleasing enough, 
but little more than furniture § and 
upholstery. On the whole the exhibition 
does not rise above a respectable level of 
merit on the part. of Scottish architects, 
A good deal of its interest and value it 
owes to English contributors. Certainly 
photography is the best way of illustrating 
executed work ; all the same, one may regret 
a little what is lost to draughtsmanship. 
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FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


Breach of Apprenticeship Contract : 
Raymont v. Minton. 


THIs was an action in the Court of 
Exchequer for breach of covenant in a deed 
of apprenticeship. 

The defendant, who resided in Wilmington- 
square, covenanted to teach the plaintiff's 
stepson the business of a builder, ornamental 
painter, and decorator, and to supply him 
with meat, drink, and lodging. During the 
month’s trial the young man was treated 
very well, but afterwards he was subjected, 
according to his account, to all kinds of ill- 
usage and indignities. Instead of being 
taught the trade, he was employed as a 
labourer ; he had also insufficient food, and 
for a year and a half he. had to sleep on four 
chairs in the kitchen, which was swarming 
with black beetles and cockroaches, and to 
dress in an open area. 

On the part of the defence there was a 
complete denial of all these allegations, and 
counter-charges of misconduct were made 
against the apprentice. 

The jury, before retiring to consider their 
verdict, asked the learned judge whether 
they had power to cancel the indenture of 


apprenticeship. 
Mr. Baron Martin: You have no power 
to do that. You can only find damages for 


breach of covenant. 

The jury, after a brief absence from court, 
found a verdict for the plaintifi—damages, 
£29.

THE REBUILDING OF 
BELGIUM.—III.’ 
\ TER the war Belgium will be ee 4 


damaged in consequence of what 

she has undergone. Its Government 
has no means of making good the large present 
expenses which are being accumulated. The 
territory which is occupied by the enemy has 
been exploited in the most tyrannical and dis- 
honest manner, and from the first days of the 
invasion theft, robbery, and violence have been 
practised by the Germans, both by soldiers, 
generals, and administrators, including repre- 
sentatives of the German royai houses. 

What they could not take away they have 
destroyed, apparently for: the pleasure of 
destruction, while they ‘have indulged their 
savage instincts by illtreating women and 
children. 

It is therefore necessary to wait until the 
establishment of peace in order tg develop the 
country’s resources. 

But Mr. Asquith has pledged his word that 
peace shall not be restored until Belgium has 
been repaid all that she has lost during the 
war, and said that she shall not suffer by the 
fact that she had to withstand the brunt of 
German aggression. 

Belgium hopes that the Germans will have 
to pay an indemnity for the damage done, and 
the industry of the population is sufficiently 
well known to make us believe that financial 
means will be found to carry out necessary 
works. 

The determination of the Belgian people to 
reconstruct the nation’s fortunes by independent 
action has been recognised by the members of 
the Belgian Town Planning Congress. 

At a meeting in November, 1915, it was 
agreed that whatever was done should be done 
by Belgians for Belgium. 

Some proposals were excepted from this 
broad rule, and at the meeting a proposal 
which had already received the approval of 
the Belgian Minister of Agriculture and Public 
Works was that a city or town should be 
entirely reconstructed out of international 
funds to form a memorial of the respect of 
the Allies for the part played by Belgium in 
the war. 

This proposal has created enthusiasm and 
delights the pride of the people, but the great 
majority of them, having the choice of a 
beautiful offering on the one hand or the 
restoration by subscription and effort of the 
Library of. Louvain, the monuments of Ypres 
and Nieuport, and the Cathedral of Dinant, would 
prefer the last alternative, for in every country 
memorials will be built which will eloquently 
recall the fraternity of the allied nations, 
their aims and ideals, and the end of their 
great trial. This sentiment is felt in France 
and Belgium, and we read in the Builder of 
December 3 last that the General Purposes 
Committee of the London County Council 
acknowledged the receipt of a letter from the 
Royal Academy stating that at the instance 
of the Institute of France the Academy have 
expressed their willingness to initiate a proposal 
for the formation of a British Committee to 
assist in the restoration of the Library of 
Louvain, and invite the Council to nominate 
a delegate or delegates to serve on the Committee, 
and the London County Council agrees to 
appoint Major Ernest Grey and Mr. Andrew 
Taylor to represent the Council on this 
Committee. 

We hope to see the monuments which have 
been the ornament and pride of our cities 
restored, though we also think of the commercial 
interests of the people after the restoration of 
peace. ° 

Ought we to be disturbed as to the financial 
position which will accompany the restoration 
of this peace? We do not believe that in 
coming conferences on economical questions 
between financiers and politicians the states- 
men of the allied Powers will fail to take 


adequate steps to hinder neutrals who have 
enjoyed peace while we have been engaged in 
the struggle to secure the rights of humanity, 
reaping the fruits of that peace to our 
disadvantage, but we believe it will be 
necessary in our common interests to impose 
a prohibitive tariff on their productions. 

It will thus be necessary for them to use the 
millions gained at our expense during the war 
in investing them in our finances and industries. 
Such questions were doubtless discussed at 
the“ meetings which have taken place, and 
we have confidence that when peace comes 
the authorities will have made arrangements 
which will lead to the realisation of the ends 
we have indicated.

LAW REPORT. 


OFFICIAL REFEREE’S COURT. 
(Before Mr. Muir MACKENZIE.) 
Claim for Building Picture Palace : 
Wilson Rae, Pixton, & Co., Ltd. v. Laycock. 

In this action, the hearing of which occupied 
nearly a week, Messrs. Wilson Rae, Pixton, 
& Co., Ltd., builders, of Queen Victoria-street, 
E.C., sought to recover from Mr. Horace Scott 
Laycock, of Great St. Helens, E.C., £546, 
balance of charge for converting Brixton Hall, 
Acre-lane, Brixton, into a picture palace. The 
defendant pleaded that the work was not in 
accordance with the contract, and counter- 
claimed damages for breach of contract and 
delay in completing the work. 

The Official Referee, in giving judgment, 
said that the first operative clause in the agree- 
ment, which was in writing, and was signed 
by the managing director ‘of the plaintiff 
company, was to the effect that the contract 
should be carried out forthwith and with the 
utmost expedition to the satisfaction of the 
L.C.C. und the local authorities; but there 
was nothing in the contract which bound the 
plaintiffs to complete by a certain date. He 
found that no verbal agreement to that effect 
had been proved, and that the plaintiffs did 
not know, as alleged, that the completion of 
the work by July 28 was necessary for the 
defendant’s enterprise. There had been no 
breach of contract by reason of delay. The 
next issue was whether the work had been 
done in accordance with the contract. The 
plaintiffs, having substantially done the work, 
were entitled to the price. The defendant, 
however, had made a long list of items which, 
he said, had not been done in accordance with 
the specifications, the total of which amounted 
to £309. The evidence as to this had been 
very conflicting. Mr. Appleton, a surveyor, 
and a number of workmen had been called by 
the plaintiffs to say that the work had been 
properly done, and Mr. Stevens, a surveyor, 
and other workmen were called for the defence 
to say that the materials were bad, and that 
the work was not in accordance with the speci- 
fications. As a result he found that the work 
had been done in such a way as to satisfy all 
reasonable requirements. The defendant was 
entitled, however, to certain allowances, 
amounting in all to £65 6s. 10d., and there 
was a claim by him for doors, gates, and 
other things which plaintiffs had taken away, 
although they had no right to do so. Builders 
had no right to remove property and take it 
for their own use. Property belonging to the 
defendant had been so removed, but defendant 
had put an exaggerated value upon it. He 
found the value of the things so taken to be 
£20. The counterclaim for damages had 
failed, and on an adjustment of the figures he 
found that the plaintiffs were entitled to 
£475 7. 2d.. and for that amount he gave 
judgment with costs. Judgment would be 
given for costs of the action and counter- 
claim, as, in his opinion, the reduction had 
not affected the action. 

Judgment was entered accordingly.
